t was the end of CameloL The end 
of innocence. America would 
never be the same again. 

On Nov. 22, 1963, President 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy was as- 
sassinated while his motorcade 
drove around Dallas' Dealey 
Plaza. 

Now, 30 years later, broadcast 
and cable networks are commem- 
orating that fateful day with nu- 
merous specials and movies. 

Below are the highlights. Check daily

ABC 

JFK: Reckless Youth: Patrick 
Dempsey (“In the Mood") stars as the 
youngjohn F Kennedy in a four-hour 
drama based on Nigel Hamilton’s 
1992 bestseller. Nov. 21 and 23 at 9 
p.m. 

CBS 

Jade A behind-the-scenes look at 
J.FK features never-before-heard per- 
sonal interviews, archival footage and 
photographs. Wednesday at 9 p.m. 

Who Killed JFK?: The Final Chapter. 
Dan Rather, who covered President 
Kennedy^ visit to Dallas, hosts a two- 
hour special, which, according to the 
network, contains original research 
and new techniques and technologies 
to provide fresh clues and final an- 
swers to who shot the President and 
who was behind the assassination. 
Friday at 9 p.m. 

A Walton Thanksgiving: Set in 1963, 
this reunion movie finds John Boy 
(Richard Thomas) as a TV commenta- 
tor and journalist covering the 
Kennedy assassination. Nov. 21 at 9 
p.m. 

NBC 

Fatal Deception: Mrs. Lee Harvey Os- 
wald: In this drama, Marina Oswald 
Porter (Helena Bonham Carter), the 
widow of accused presidential 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald, reveals 
what she knows about the events sur- 
rounding the assassination. Monday 
at 9 p.m. 

PBS 

JFK: In Hb Own Words: A look at the 
private man as told in Kennedy's own 
words from audio tapes. Monday at 9 
p.m. on KVCR; 10 p.m., Tuesday at 1 
a.m. and Friday at 1 a.m. on KPBS; 
Tuesday at 10 p.m. on KCET ; Nov. 22 at 

10 p m. onKOCE. ' 
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Who Was Lee Harvey Oswald?: A 

three-hour “Frontline" investigative 
biography of the man who allegedly 
assassinated Kennedy. The special ex- 
amines the psychological, political 
and forensic evidence of his role in 
the assassination and uncovers new 
witnesses, documents and pho- 
tographs. Tuesday at 8 p.m on KVCR; 9 
p.m. on KPBS; KCET. 

The Kennedy Years — In Words and 
Music: Jacques Lowers famous pho- 
tographs are featured in conjunction 
with the President^ words and music 
from the era. Wednesday at 8:30 p.m. 
and Thursday at 1:30 a.m. on KPBS; 
9:30 p.m. on KVCR; Nov. 28 at mid- 
night on KCET.

Tune Machine With Jack Perkins: Rea- 
sonable Doubt Step-by-step examina- 
tion of the medical and ballistic evi- 
dence culled from the Kennedy 
assassination.
